The county commissioners (have 
signed a contract wit Ii F. I*. Yan Der 
Veer and company of Indianapolis 
to 
uncover 
sequestered 
personal 
property owned by inhabitants 
of 
Rush county, on which taxes are 
not paid. 
Tile contract runs for a period of 
a little more than four years, ter­ 
minating December 31, 
3925, 
and 
provides 
that 
the Yan Der Veer 
company shall receive fifty percent 
'of all the taxes it collects. 
Negotiations between Ferdinand P. 
Yan Der Veer, head of the company, 
and Rush cou n ty officials, have been 
going on since the first o f Septem­ 
ber, but * 
have been secret be­ 
cause of the fear that persons who 
will be hit by the investigation might 
attempt to bring some pressure 
to 
bear on members of the county coun­ 
cil and the county board of commis­ 
sioners. 
The county council gave its assent 
to the contract when it appropriated 
$10,000 for the remainder 
of this 
year and $10,000 for next year, at 
its regular meeting September (J and 
7, to pay the claims of the Vian Der 
Veer company as they fall due. 
It is explained that the appropria­ 
tion is only a matter 
of form to 
comply with the law, which pro­ 
vides that the county commissioners 
shall not pay out any money without 
an appropriation having been 
duly

rfhe investigation will cost 
the 
taxpayers of Rush county nothing, 
but will 
make 
them 
money, it is 
pointed out. None o f the $10,000 ap­ 
propriated for the purpose will 
ac­ 
tually be expended, but fifty percent 
of the taxes collected as the result 
of the investigations will be actually 
gained by the county. 
The investigations will all be made 
outside o f the county and will not 
hamper or interfere with the duties 
of any Rush county officials. 
The 
preamble 
to 
the 
contract 
points out that it is “found that a£ 
indispensable public necessity exists 
lor the investigation in counties oth­ 
er than Rush county, within 
and 
"without tin1 state of Indiana, for the 
purpose of discovering property own­ 
ed by residents and inhabitants 
of 
said Rush county and subject 
to 
taxation therein, 
but 
which 
has 
escaped taxation and the existence 
and ownership of which 
are 
un­ 
known to the officers of said Rush 
county, and of which they have no 
information or means of information, 
and which in the judgment of the 
county board of commissioners, can 
only be ascertained, discovered and 
reported by persons 
especially em­ 
ployed to make such investigation 
and render such service.” 
I'nder the terms of the contract, 
the accountants of 
the 
Yan 
Der 
Aper company 
make investigations 
outside the county for the purpose 
ot 
discovering 
sequestered 
pro­ 
perty owned by Rush county people 
and report all property so discover­ 
ed to the county assessor or other 
assessing officers of tilt* county, to 
be listed as omitted property as re­ 
quired by the state law. 
Such pro­ 
perty, the contract states, the own­ 
ership of which is unknown to the 
county officials and the investigation, 
discovery and reporting of such pro­ 
perty tor taxation is outside the pur­ 
view of their official duties. 
According to 
the contract, 
the 
commissioners agree to pay the Van 
Der Veer company fifty percent of 
all taxes and penalties for any kind 
and all purposes derived from pro­ 
b it y so discovered 
and 
reported 
for taxation bv the company, such 
payment to be made from 
time to 
time 
upon 
verified 
accounts filed 
with the commissioners, said 
pay­ 
ments to be in full for all services 
rendered and expenses incurred. The 
company is required to file with the 
claim the certificate of 
the county 
treasurer showing the 
amount 
of 
taxes collected on omitted property.

District Attorney Brady Announces 
Decision Previous to Preliminary 
Hearing

Possible Charge May be Reduced to

within three weeks, District Attorn­ 
ey Brady declared before the pre- 
i mi nary hearing.

SAYS OFFICIALS ARE 
ENTITLED TO S3 A DAY 


Chief of State Board 
of Accounts 
Sends Out Letter to Auditors 
Regarding Special Election 


WHAT 
CO M PRISES 
A 
DAY? 


Jesse E. Eschbach, chief of the 
state board of accounts, has sent 
out a letter to county auditors of 
state, pointing out that the pay of 
officials in the special election Sep­ 
tember 6 is governed by the primary 
election law. Rush county officials, in 
making an investigation before the 
election, discovered this to be the 
case, but they found nothing in the 
primary 
law 
actually 
fixing the 
amount to be received. 
Mr. Eschbach says in his letter to 
auditors, however, that the law says 
the precinct election officials shall 
receive $3 a day. He further states 
that the per diem is for a calendar 
day and that if “any such officials 
performed 
services after midnight 
September 6, they are entitled to an 
additional per diem of $3 for ser- 
vies performed September 7.” 
According to the usages ip elec­ 
tions, officials are believed to be en­ 
titled to a second day’s pay if they 
work longer than twelve hours, but 
Mr. Eschbach evidently wants them 
to work eighteen hours to get in a 
day. The commissioners will decide 
this question when they allow 
the 
election claims at their regular Oc­ 
tober meeting. 
Mr. Eschbach says 
the inspectors are entitled to an ex­ 
tra day for obtaining supplies. This 
is the regular custom.

“Favorable reports come from all 
the districts as to the work of the 
Epworth League, the Women’s Mis­ 
sionary Societies, and other organi­ 
zations of the church. 
“ Tile real status of the Centenary 
will be best indicated by the reports 
that are made here at Conference. 
There 
has been re-aetion in some 
places and difficulties are not w ant­ 
ing, but the glory of the Centenary 
grows for those who have eyes to 
see, and hearts to perceive, and we 
must 
and shall know only worthy 
victory in this great matter. 
“ Notwithstanding the general fin­ 
ancial hncertainty good increases in 
support of the p astors is reported 
by several of the districts 
the total 
being about $21,600. 
“ The health of our ministers and 
their families has been rem arkably 
good. There have been a few excep­ 
tions, however. - 
“ Subscriptions to the W estern Ad­ 
vocate have been increased in the 
Conference this year, the Vincennes 
District 
leading in this particular. 
The number 
as 
reported 
for the 
Conference is 6,167. * * * 
“ A gratifyingly large number of 
students is attending higher institu­ 
tions of learning, most of them go­ 
ing to other than Methodist institu­ 
tions. It is fortunate that we have 
these other institutions for we could 
not possibly take care of all these 
students iii our own institutions. * * * 
“Concerning the 
hospital 
system 
our conference committee will make 
report and the superintendent of the 
hospital will speak. * * * 
“ Money aggregating several thous­ 
ands bf dollars has been given by 
our churches for Armenian, E uro­ 
pe.iii, 
and Chinese Famine Relief, 
and for other causes. The amount 
of help given for these causes beyond

“The District gatherings lichi this 
year seem to have been invariably 
successful.

“ A Conference on church music 
was held in St. Paul's church, R u s h ­ 
ville, on February 8 and 9, which 
was largely attended and produced 
a deep impression. Dean McCuteheon 
of DePauw University and others 
co-operated in the program. 
“A district gathering of 
Men’s 
Bible Classes was held in the Coli­ 
seum at Rushville on May 23. The 
assembly of more than a thousand 
was addressed by Dr. W. S. Boyard, 
the secretary of tile Board of Sunday 
schools.

(B y Unite*) P ress) 
Jamaica, Sept. IC.— There is no 
demand today for Jamaica rum. 
At least that is what Jamaican 
manufacturers have found, they say, 
and several large factories are mak­ 
ing arrangements to put in mach­ 
inery for the manufacture of in­ 


d u s tria l alcohol and rectified spirits, 
for which there is a big demand.

huge 
liquor manufacturing organization, 
employing hundreds and 
operating 
illicit wholesale drug stores has been 
discovered by federal prohibition en­ 
forcement

learned today. 
This organization has been feeding 
the entire United Staten with whis­ 
key, gin and rum supposed to have 
been smuggled into tile country but 
which, in reality, was manufactured 
here and sold with fake “ London” 
and “ Cuban” labels. 
One arrest already bas been made 
and the 
entire band is 
under stir, 
veillance. 
E. U. Yellowly, associate enforce­ 
ment director sent here from Wash­ 
ington, told of the operations of the 
band, 
“ When we have cleaned out these 
illicit wholesale druggists the work of 
enforcing prohibition will be easy,” 
he 
sa id . 
“ Practically all 
of the 
liquor now 
in circulation in 
New 
York comes from lins source. 
It is 
also shipped to other parts of the 
country 
“ There are some smugglers in op­ 
eration,” 
Yellow ly 
declared, “ but 
most of the stories of rum running 
have been exaggerated. 
“ These druggists 
have obtained 
permits 
to obtain alcohol. 
I hey 
have 
set in a small line of 
staple 
drugs to make 
their places 
look 
legitimate. We have discovered they 
are operating ‘drug stores on w h e e ls ,’ 
carting their small line of goods from 
one place to another as the prohibi­ 
tion agents come around for inspec­ 
tion. 
“ We have evidence that they have 
attempted to bribe our agents. 
We 
lave already arrested one man who 
offered 
a $600 bribe and 
actually 
gave $400. 
“ They take alcohol, and by a sim­ 
ile process manufacture gin for the 
most part. Gin is easiest made—but 
ruin and a certain kind of whiskey 
an he made. 
“ They have had printed “ Gordon 
gin labels’ and ‘Bicardi Rum’ labels, 
exact duplicates of the originals.”

SPECIAL JURY TO 
BE IMPANELED 


To Hear Evidence Against Several 
Hundred Persons Charged With 
Violation of Prohibition Laws 


MORE THAN 300 TO BE C A LLED 


Whether Cases of 300 Coal Miners 
Will be Tried Still is a Matter of 
Conjecture 


(By United Press) 
Indianapolis, Ind., 
Sept. IC.—A 
special federal grand jury will be 
impaneled the first week in October 
to hear the evidence against several 
hundred persons charged with viola­ 
tion of the prohibition laws, it was 
expected here today. 
More than three hundred alleged 
violators of federal laws will be call­ 
ed for trial during October, District 
Attorney Fred Van Nays and Noble 
Butler, clerk of the federal court, 
announced. 
Whether the cases of more than 
300 coal miners and operators, char­ 
ged with violating the Sherman anti­ 
trust law, will be tried in this city 
still is a matter of conjecture. Many 
of the defendants are fighting ex­ 
tradition to this state on the ground 
they should have been indicted iii the 
districts where the alleged violations 
took place.

country property. 
This year thou­ 
sands of acres of old estates 
are 
being sold weekly. 


All England has just been startled 
by the announcement that tile Duke 
of Portland made iii an address to 
his tenants to tile effect that his 
fam ily can hardly hope to continue 
even another generation the posses­ 
sion 
of his 
famous country seat, 
VVelbeck Abbey. This ancient estate, 
dating from 1154, is especially known 
for its great amount of underground 
passages and rooms. 
W hat seemed 
likely to necessitate the breakup of 
his estate, the Duke, said was the 
high death duty, known in America 
as the inheritance tax. This, in Eng­ 
land, tor estates valued 
at more 
than $10,000,000 is 40 per cent. 


I lie Duke of Portland is only one 
of many. The Duke of Bedford re­ 
cently made public the statistics of 
one of bis estates, showing that with 
the taxes and the 
charitable 
gifts, 
which were practically, if not ac­ 
tually, obligatory, the estate actually 
lost some $25,000 in 1920. The Duke 
of Bedford h a s recently been selling 
lunch of his town and country pro­ 
perly. I lie Duke of Devonshire re­ 
cently sold Devonshire House, in the 
very fashionable Park Lane, London. 
I he old historic house, 
which 
to 
Englishmen seems like one of 
the 
bridges back over the (centuries, will 
probably bo torn down to make way 
for a hotel. 


Even by that strong labor

D aily Herald ’, the breakup of 
the old estates in the present man­ 
ner is 
deplored. 
‘‘That estates are 
rapidly changing hands 
brings • no 
relief.*’ it says, “ to the 
people 
of 
the country. The abolition of the old 
landlord only means the entry of a 
new one, often quite lacking in the 
Tory tradition of patriarchal encv- 
olence, which, degrading though it 
was, served better than 
the 
filer© 
commercial doctrine of grab. As it- 
is, we are but changing one master 
for another, or for a host o f others 
smaller in estate, but equally pos­ 
sessed of rights 
which 
should, in 
full justice, 
be common 
property. 
Nothing is to 
be 
gained 
by

transference of these lovely 
places 
from one who lost financially by the 
w ar to one who 
profited. 
But the 
continual marketing of the 
stale­ 
ly homes of England may suggest to 
the English people that 
it is time 
to demand their common heritage” .

ment the passing of the old order. 
Tt comments. “ The ‘Pukeries scarce­ 
ly dovetail into the sentiment 
o f a 
more democratic age, and while the 
picturesfjueness of the

healthier life that is 
beginning 
to 
overspread the s h ir e s with its more 
equal distribution of 
property and 
initiative’’.

and several large factories are mak- 
ing arrangements to put in mach- 
inery for the manufacture of in- 
dustrial alcohol and rectified spirits, 
for which there is a big demand;

New York, Sept. 1G.—A huge 


liquor manufacturing organization, 
employing hundreds and 
operating 


illicit wholesale'-drug stores ;has been 
discovered by federal prohibition en- 
forcement- leaders 
here, it was 


learned today. 


This organization has been feeding 


the entire United States with ^yhis- 
Uey, gin and rum supposed to have 
been smuggled into tlie country but 
which, in reality, was manufactured 
here and sold with fake "London" 
and "Cuban" labels. 


One arrest already has been made 


and the entire band is under sur, 
veillance. 


E. C. Yellowley, associate enforce- 


ment director sent here from Wash- 
ington, told of the operations of, the 
band. 


"When we have cleaned out these 


illicit wholesale druggists the work of 
enforcing prohibition will be easy," 
he said. 
"Practically, all ( of the 


liquor now in circulation in New 
York comes from this source. It. is 
also shipped to other parts of the 
country 
' . / . 


"There.are some smugglers in op- 


eration," Yellowley 
declared, "hut 


most of the stories of rum running 
have been exaggerated. 


"These druggists 
have obtained 


permits 
to obtain alcohol. 
They 


have set in a small lineLof 
staple 


drugs to make their places 
look 


legitimate. We have'discovered they 
are operating 'drug stores on wheels,' 
carting their small line of goods from 
one place to another as the prohibi- 
tion agents come around for inspec- 
tion. 


"We have evidence that they have 


attempted to bribe our agents. W> 
have already arrested one man r \ijjip 
offered 
a .$600 bribe and actually 


gave $400. 


"They take alcohol, and by a sim- 


ple process manufacture gin for the 
most part. Gin is easiest made—but 
rum and a certain kind of whiskey 
can be made. 


"They have had printed "Gordon 


gin labels' and 'Bicardi Rum' labels, 
exact duulicates of the originals."

trust law, will he tried in this city 
still is a matter of conjecture. Many 
of the defendants are fighting ex- 
tradition to this state on the ground 
they should have been indicted in the 
districts where the alleged violations 
took place.

far set for next month's term have 
aroused great interest throughout 
Indiana.

All England has just been startled 


by the announcement that,the Duke 
of Portland made in an address to 
his tenants^ to" the effect that his 
family can ^hardly hope to continue 
even another generation the posses- 
sion of his famous country seat, 
Welbeck Abbey. This ancient estate; 
da'ting from 1154, is'especially known 
for its great amount of underground 
passages and .rooms. What seemed 
likely to necessitate the breakup of 
his estate; the Duke, said'was the 
high death duty, known in America 
as -the inheritance tax. This, in Eng- 
land, for estates' valued ' at more 
than $10,60Q,000 is 40 per cent. . 


• The Duke of Portland is, only one 
of ma'riy. The Duke of Bedford re- 
cently made public the statistics of 
one of his estates, showing that with 
the taxes and tlie charitable gifts, 
which were practically, if not ac- 
tually, obligatory, the estate actually 
lost some .$25,000 in 1920. The Duke 
of Bedford has T&eentrr been selling 
much "of'his town and country pro- 
perty. The Duke of Devonshire re- 
cently sold Devonshire'House, in the 
very fashionable Park Lane, London. 
The old historic house, which 'to 
Englishmen seems like one .of 
the 


bridged back over the centuries, will 
probably be torn down to make wav 
for a hotel.
